Planting operations 
will specially ocoupy tho attention of the 
Princo, whosa baggage comprisos several 
cases of seed imported from Europa and 
various partsof the Orient. But important 
as is the agricultural part of the Royal Com- 
missioner’s programme itis over-shadowed, 
of course, by tho administrative reforms 
which His Royal Highness will inaugurato, 
to aay nothing of the magnitude of the 
political aignificanco of the mission.

Although 
against the law, a certain percentage of 
broken with the guod cash seems to be re- 
engnized, ‘The quotation wo give weokly, 
used to be for all good cash, but is now, as 
a watter of fuct, foro mixturo, of which 
20 por cent is broken. The Jocal govern- 
ment shoald look into thia mattor, 

We hear from tho Gity.that the strictest 
secrecy is observed by the High Officials in 
regard to the matters which sre now 
occupying theit attontion, ever their 
secretaries not being allowed in the council 
chamber dering the sittings which take 
place daily.
